did. Every ^-eat Lucia since 19.12, frum Lily 
Pons tci Maria Call as, had sung of ghosts 
and been bullied and cMCced into marriage 
and bloody madness on these same sets — 
and they lnolte(i like ii. 

From sheer senilily, a black balustrade 
disinie^^ted as it was being lifted from the 
truck on to the sidewalk. 

*'Ah,'^ one of the sceno-sbifters scolded 
his colleague in mock severity, "you siiK>pid, 
careless nian, you broke it! You broke dai 
cute, litdc old tralidirade. Mr. Btirg won't 
like you!" tlii voice sang with the accents 
of Brooklytt and there was mtich merri- 
ment in them at ihe idea of the Admin- 
istrator'fe displeasure. 

liis^de Ihe opera house another part of 
the set was being placed in position — a 
laigf and viciously prrripitusis slairraie, 
perhaps fifteen feet high.

Of it, aftei 
her last performance as Lucia at the Met, 
Clpllas had vowed that she would never 
desi'entt ii aguin without a mpc round her 
waist.

Here she must des- 
troy thiMe rumors, bath as to her voice and 
as to her riaturr. 

She greeted the young condunnr Silvio 
Varviso, examining him at arm's length. 

"^'ou're still nul ealing rnnugh," she 
chided. "You'd better have diimec with 
us''^ and then i^as introduced to her col- 
leagues 

Continental inngErs she fretted in the 
liii.ijua franiTa nf grand opera Italian, witlk 
ccrdial "bucn. giorno't." Tn the Amrcicans 
she said simply, "hallo." The tenor Richard 
Tiirkcr she acknowledged as an old sparring 
partner. The atmosphere was one of teiuiis-. 
club players being inttiQiiured to a new 
niemljef wliii thought liillf of her own 
tennis hut enjoyed ihe rups ol lea that fol- 
lowed a stremiou! if inexpert scl. The Met 
company had never before eneniiQlered a 
prima donna rpijte like thL'i.

— the ovation. All endle.ssly repeated, 

Except in one rcs)sfct: that hencefurth 
she miLsi pay more coiisideraiioa lo her 
health. For in New York, only wects after 
her triumphant debut, she received the first 
of a scries i)f warnings so sharp that, in 
the end, they could no longer be i^ored. 

One night she forgot not only Ihr words 
but also the musie of a "Sonnambula" 
aria. A few nights later, in "Lucia/' to 
her conisternaiion, jJie concluded her 
"Quando tapita in eat ass" while the 
titchestiA was only two-thirds of the way 
through, it. On both occasions she .saved 
her performance with frantic eatempoiisa- 
tions: but her exhaitstion, baih mental and 
physical, wa^ now immistakable. 

Ignoring his wife's protests, Richaid at 
once cancelled her next engagement to 
Naples and Imoked a flight back to Lon- 
don, where her doctor promptly ordehKl 
her to rrat in bed for a werii. 

Strangely unrefreshed, she then Aew to 
(unjiex concert engagements. Siil finally, 
in Antwerp, durin,i^ a rehcar^l, she tripped 
and numbled. Nfext day she needed injec- 
tions. The next, in Amsierdam, reHicarsing,' 
she wept in open agony. 

Nevertheless, she performr'd next night, 
every movement and every high note bring- 
ing a stab of pain, [n Lundon, the follow- 
ing we^k, sfierialisLs f^iagno>sed a severe 
arthritic condition of the dl-'Scs nf her spine. 

Stubbornly, she sang in '^Alcina," in 
Zeffirelli's final Covent Garden production; 
and then in "Traviata." But, strapped iato 
a steel support, her falls as Violetia were 
cKcruriating, her hows a de^sperate adven- 
ture frtsm which the relum to vertical was 
always a matter of Ritrcme conjcrture. 

Of this the public knew nothing: until, 
just before her last pcrfomiaiicc, the story 
broke. 

Aemsa the front pages of the newspapers 
of the world, the headlines proclaimed 
"Opera Sinr 01" , , , "Famous Smpcr to 
Retirp." Sutherland's doctors had finally 
insisted that she cancel all engagements 
involving tras'el; take a prolonged rest; or 
risk complete physical bieakdown. 

Thus, in her long fighl against pain, pain 
had for once been the victor — and iJiis at 
a moat ironic moment. Fur in niid-li)6Z 
Sutherland was to have aung in .Australia. 
A triiitnphanl return there was in have 
been the ciiltninaiion of ail her work, and 
an opportunity to repay her debt to all 
Mho had had faith in her, lo the country 
that had bred and blessed her with a glor- 
ious voice. 

N<il, however, any longer; and it w,a5 a 
bitter moment. 

But Sutherland haii always, tti the end, 
managed Lo overcome physical handicaps. 
With planned periucb of rest and regular 
medicjil ireainncnt (lometlting she had 
never allowed bt^forc), .<he would iijtimatel)' 
lie able lo undertake Ihe long trip home 
and that rtsi of prolonged separalion from 
her sprcialLsts which such a tour wcrnld in- 
volve. And on that day Au-stralians wmiW 
discover Tor themselves how and why a 
once lonely girl from Sydney had con- 
quered the world. 

Would discover how she, who had never 
been allnwed to porltay a fairy, ntnv played 
great heroines: how she, who had childishly 
loved sad romantic ^turies and the pomp 
of coronalinit.i. now jtiblimaicd her childish 
passion in the lumptuniu jetiings ol pand 
opera. How ithe, who had once sting only 
with the milkman, and only to the birds, 
now sanf; with the world's leading tennrs, 
in the world's mint discriminating audi- 
ences — and was acclaimed by them all as a 
great actress-singer.

ROllER SETS 



TJE succtas of your tudt^ 
style depends largely on the 
way you roll up your hair, 
Ma.'itcr the roller technique, 
leant how to make a nrat pin- 
CTirl, ami you're on your way to 
an attractive, tong-lastitig 

. Wide, smooth hairstyles par- 
ticulariy call for rollers in setting, 
and you will need [hem in two or 
three different sizes, depending on 
the length of your hair and the 
ipccia! effect you want. 

Shortith Itair can be set with 
either medium or large rollers, but 
if your hair is long use the largest 
nie. 

In other words, big roUen make 
big wave3 and cuiws; smaller ones 
are good for shor; hair, side curli, 
short ends. The brush type are 
easy and quick to handle. 

When setting yout hair with 
roilcn, first divide your hair into 
four sections— top, two jid«, and 
back. The idea i? lo roll one scc- 
lioii at a time by combing it off 
io widths juii a little less wide than 
the rollers themselves. 

Don't try lo roll more hair on a 
roller than it can camfonably hold, 
and use end-papers if hair eadj are 




uneven. Wind up section by ter- 
tion in this way — over or under — 
using a rat-tail eumb (o tuck in ends. 

Points to remember abuul roller' 
Sets: to roll hair on the forehead, 
pull hair strand out, then roll it all 
the way to the scalp. To roll crown 
hair, pull hair ilrand up almost 
straight. Pull back hair straight out, 
then roll under. 

A loose roller-Set makes a soft 
hairdo that dries quickly. Rolling 
the hail more tightly wiU give a 
tighter curl that's slower-drying and 
a bit longer-lajting.
